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Colorado  College  ended  the  1935  season  with  high  hopes  for  a  most  suc- 
cessful season  in  '36  but  fate  in  the  form  of  scholastic  eligibility,  accidents, 
work  and  graduation,  dealt  a  hard  blow  to  optimistic  plans.  Captain  Preskar 
and  Ray  Hess  were  lost  through  graduation.  Bud  Alston,  Paul  Simpson,  and 
Jim  Walsh  dropped  out  of  school.  Final  examinations  erased  four  more,  Jim 
Riley,  Andy  Mihalick  (both  All-conference  candidates)  Merle  Mcjunkin,  and 
Al  Owens.  An  automobile  accident  ended  Paul  Weston's  hopes  for  the  season. 
In  spite  of  these  unprecedented  and  unlooked  for  losses  C.  C.  still  turned  out 
a  very  fine  team  despite  the  contradictory  evidence  of  the  percentage  column. 

There  isn't  a  doubt  in  anyone's  mind  that  the  Tigers  were  the  "hard-luck"' 
team  of  the  conference.  They  played  a  superb  game  against 
Denver,  only  to  have  a  victory  slip  from  their  grasp  when  a 
Pioneer  end  caught  a  long  pass  over  the  D.  U.  goal  line,  to 
defeat  them  7-2.  At  Montana  State  a  long  pass  again  spelled 
defeat,  by  a  margin  of  6-3.  And  at  the  annual  Homecoming 
the  Tigers  battled  the  favored  Buffalos  to  a  standstill  for 
almost  four  quarters  and  then  in  the  final  minutes  of  play 
saw  a  blocked  C.  C.  punt  bring  victory  to  a  whipped  Boulder 
team.  Had  Dame  Fortune  turned  her  fickle  smile  our  way  a 
little  more  often  the  Tigers  would  have  ended  right  at  the 
top  of  the  list. 

RESUME  OF  THE  SEASON— 

C.  C. — D.  U.:  The  Colorado  College  Tigers  surprised 
the  football  world  by  the  superb  spirit  and  drive  which  they 
showed  against  the  heavily  favored  Pioneer  eleven. 
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Receiving  the  opening  kick-off  the  Tigers  started 
the  game  with  a  bang  by  pulling  one  of  the  most 
spectacular  plays  seen  on  a  Rocky  Mountain  grid- 
iron. Deacon  received  the  ball  and  raced  toward 
the  east  stands,  the  whole  D.  U.  team  following. 
Reaching  the  side  line  he  suddenly  turned  and  threw 
a  long  lateral,  the  width  of  the  field,  to  Neil  who 
galloped  40  yards  to  mid-field  before  being  downed 
by  the  Denver  safety.  The  Denver  touchdown  came 
in  the  third  quarter  when  the  Pioneers  made  a 
determined  drive  into  Tiger  territory.  The  Bengal 
line  held  for  three  downs  on  the  two  yard  line  but 
on  the  fourth  down  Denver  threw  a  pass  over  the 
goal  line  into  the  waiting  arms  of  Maio,  huge  Denver 
back.  In  the  next  few  minutes  the  Tigers  forced  the 
Hill-Toppers  back  into  their  own  territory  and 
caught  them  behind  their  own  goal  for  a  safety  and 
two  points.  In  the  Fourth  quarter  C.  C.  marched 
from  their  own  25  yard  line  to  Denver's  20  but  were 
unable  to  score  and  lost  the  ball  on  downs.  The 
final  score.  7-2,  D.  U. 

C.  C. — Montana.  The  Tigers  journeyed  to  Mon- 
tana for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  their  foot- 
ball competition  and  for  the  first  time  in  history 
bowed  their  heads  in  defeat  to  a  Bobcat  eleven. 
Although  C.  C.  drew  first  blood  by  scoring  a 
placement  from  the  14  yard  line  in  the  first  quarter 
the  Bobcats  overcame  the  temporary  advantage  by 
completing  a  long  pass  for  their  winning  touchdown. 
The  remainder  of  the  game  was  played  in  mid-field 
with  neither  team  showing  anything  but  dogged 
determination,  not  yielding  an  inch  to  the  other.  The 
Bobcat  defense  seemed  impregnable  and  the  Tigers 
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found  themselves  unable  to  make  a  determined  scor- 
ing drive.  The  Tigers  seemed  to  have  let  down  after 
their  magnificent  game  with  D.  U.  and  this,  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  the  Bobcats  were  keyed  to  the 
breaking  point  for  their  homecoming  game  resulted 
in  the  unexpected  upset.  The  game  ended  with  the 
score  6-3  in  favor  of  Montana. 

C.  C. — Mines  The  Tigers  and  the  Miners  met 
for  the  forty-third  time  in  gridiron  competition.  The 
Tigers  maintained  their  record  of  wins  over  the 
Miners;  an  Oredigger  team  has  not  beaten  a  Tiger 
eleven  since  1922. 

Colorado  College  showed  little  razzle-dazzle 
football  but  won  by  sheer  hard  driving,  speed  and 
power.  The  Bengal  line  was  impregnable  as  usual, 
but  the  Miners  scared  the  Bengals  on  several  oc- 
casions with  their  passing  attack.  They  gained  75 
yards  from  passes  which  was  exactly  as  much  as 
they  made  from  scrimmage.  As  usual,  the  Miners 
produced  a  one  man  attack,  with  McDonald  carry- 
ing the  entire  burden  of  the  Blaster's  offense.  He 
carried  the  ball  on  all  but  two  plays. 

The  touchdown  famine  suffered  by  Colorado 
College  was  ended  when  Norman  Trainor,  a  half- 
back, crossed  the  Mines  goal  stripe  to  contribute  12 
points  to  the  14-0  win  for  C.  C.  The  Miners  brought 
the  ball  within  scoring  distance  twice  but  bad  breaks 
and  an  alert  Tiger  team  kept  them  from  scoring. 

C.  C. — C.  U.  A  blocked  punt  in  the  final  minutes 
of  play  spelled  a  heart-breaking  defeat  for  the  Tigers 
and  for  the  thousands  of  alumni  who  were  back  for 
Homecoming.    With  two  minutes  to  play.  Linger  of 
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C.  U.  blocked  a  C.  C.  punt  on  the  C.  U.  35  yard 
line,  scooped  the  ball  and  raced  for  the  goal  line. 

Except  for  the  opening  minutes  of  the  game,  the 
Tigers  completely  out-classed  their  heavier  foes  in 
one  of  the  best  football  exhibitions  ever  staged  on 
Washburn  field. 

The  Tigers  consistently  forced  the  Boulderites  to 
play  on  the  defensive  and  several  times  came  within 
scoring  distance,  but  did  not  have  the  offensive 
punch  to  put  the  ball  across  the  goal  line. 

A  last  minute  rally  by  the  Tigers  was  stopped 
by  the  final  gun.  The  Bengals  gave  a  marvelous 
exhibition  of  what  can  be  accomplished  by  spirit 
and  fight  against  heavy  odds.  Everyone,  including 
the  Buffalos,  admitted  that  it  was  a  moral  victory  for 
C.  C.  in  spite  of  the  7-0  score. 

C.  C. — Washburn.  The  Tigers  and  the  Ichabods 
played  to  a  0-0  tie  in  the  first  of  a  home  and  home 
game  arrangement  with  the  Topeka  Institution  of 
higher  learning.  The  game  was  played  in  a  heavy 
snow  storm  which  slowed  it  up  considerably.  Despite 
the  weather,  the  contest  provided  many  thrilling 
angles  for  the  small  band  of  spectators  who  braved 
the  blizzard. 

The  best  play  of  the  game  was  a  pass  by  Wash- 
burn for  about  25  yards,  followed  by  a  triple  lateral 
which  advanced  the  ball  60  yards  to  the  C.  C.  four 
yard  stripe.  Here  the  Tigers  held  for  downs  and 
took  the  ball  just  as  the  half  ended. 

The  slippery  field  kept  both  teams  from  showing 
their  best  and  the  snow  made  the  ball  exceedingly 
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hard  to  handle.  Advance  reports  gave  the  Ichabods 
credit  for  a  very  effective  passing  attack,  however, 
the  wet  weather  kept  them  from  displaying  anything 
other  than  the  play  mentioned  above.  The  Tigers 
played  their  usual  hard,  clean  game. 

C.  C. — Western  State.  This  game  marked  the 
eleventh  meeting  of  the  two  institutions  on  the  grid- 
iron. The  Tigers  maintained  their  unblemished 
record  of  never  having  been  beaten  by  a  Moun- 
taineer eleven.  The  game  was  featured  by  straight 
football;  the  Tigers  failed  to  rely  on  the  aerial  attack 
in  a  single  instance.  In  the  first  half  they  were  never 
in  a  position  to  pass  and  in  the  second  half  it  would 
have  been  foolish  to  have  forsaken  a  running  attack 
which  was  clicking  so  admirably. 

The  Mountaineers  outclassed  the  Tigers  in  the 
first  half,  but  the  Bengals  came  back  in  the  second 
and,  led  by  Neil  and  Trainor,  carried  the  pigskin  to 
Gunnison's  goal  line  where  Neil  carried  it  across 
for  the  lone  touchdown  which  spelled  the  7-0  victory 
for  Colorado  College. 

The  Tiger  line  was  superior  to  that  of  the  Moun- 
taineers and  repeatedly  outcharged  and  out-tackled 
the  Westerners,  who  possessed  a  material  weight 
advantage. 

C.  C. — Aggies.  The  heavy  Farmer  team  handed 
C.  C.  the  worst  defeat  of  the  season.  The  final  score 
was  19-12.  In  the  first  half  the  Aggie  eleven  seemed 
unconquerable.  For  the  first  time  in  two  years  the 
Tiger  line  faltered.  It  was  their  proud  boast  that  the 
opposing  teams  scored  over  the  line  but  never 
through.    The  Farmers  smashed  this  record  by  scor- 
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ing  twice  through  the  previously  invincible  Tiger 
forward  wall. 

In  the  second  half  the  Tiger  line  regained  their 
spirit  and  confidence  and  played  their  usual  sterling 
game.  In  the  third  period  Norm  Trainor  went  over 
for  the  first  Bengal  score  on  a  beautiful  cut-back. 
With  three  minutes  to  play  Trainor  faded  back  and 
sent  a  bullet  pass  across  the  goal  into  the  waiting 
arms  of  Captain  Haines,  on  a  tackle  eligible  play  for 
the  second  touchdown. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  game  the  Tigers 
seriously  threatened  and  would  probably  have  made 
another  touchdown  had  the  game  been  two  minutes 
longer. 

C.  C. — B.  Y.  U.  The  Tigers  ended  their  season 
in  a  burst  of  glory  by  defeating  the  favored  B.  Y.  U. 
team  6-0.  This  made  two  victories  in  a  row  over 
the  Cougars. 

The  game  was  a  great  defensive  battle  and  not 
until  the  Tigers  used  their  famous  "Marathon  Pass." 
did  they  pierce  the  B.  Y.  U.  defense.  The  play  is 
very  similar  to  the  one  which  worked  so  effectively 
against  D.  U.  in  the  season's  opener.  Deacon  took 
the  ball  as  if  on  a  long  left  end  run.  As  he  reached 
the  east  side  lines  he  suddenly  whipped  around  and 
threw  a  50  yard  lateral  to  Mowry,  who  evaded  a 
B.  Y.  U.  would-be  tackier  and  behind  perfect  inter- 
ference galloped  for  the  winning  touchdown.  This 
great  victory  was  a  fitting  climax  for  a  season 
featured  by  its  many  moral  victories.  There  should 
be  little  doubt  left  in  anyone's  mind  that  Colorado 
College  had  one  of  the  best  and  also  one  of  the 
unluckiest  teams  it  has  had  in  a  long,  long  time. 
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FRESHMEN  FOOTBALL 

Despite  lack  of  numbers  and  weight  these  em- 
bryonic Tigers  showed  the  characteristic  fight  of 
all  "Tiger  Men"  and  under  the  tutelage  of  Guy 
Martin  showed  almost  miraculous  progress.  D.  U., 
boasting  its  finest  Freshmen  squad  in  years,  played 
host  to  the  cubs  in  the  first  clash  of  the  year.  Play- 
ing before  a  foreign  crowd  our  boys  were  too  tense 
and  nervous  and  before  they  got  their  bearings. 
D.  U.'s  mammoth  Frosh  had  turned  the  game  into 
a  rout.  The  outstanding  man  on  the  field  for  C.  C. 
was  Barney  Boysen.  a  charging  center,  who  made 
half  the  tackles  and  qenerally  distinguished  himself. 
Stinging  under  their  first  defeat,  the  Tiger  Yearlings 
entertained  Regis  on  Armistice  day  and  to  the  cheers 
of  the  crowd  soundly  spanked  them  and  sent  them 
home  as  Louis  Whittaker  ran  wild. 

THE  TEAM  OF  1940 

No  write-up  of  the  football  season  would  be 
complete  without  mentioning  the  forgotten  heros 
of  the  1936  squad.  These  men  were  sophomores, 
who  were  kept  on  the  sidelines  to  give  them  one 
extra  year  of  football  eligibility.  These  men  came 
out  night  after  night  and  worked  as  hard  or  harder 
than  anyone  on  the  squad  yet  they  knew  that  they 
would  not  get  a  chance  to  show  what  they  could 
do  under  fire.  There  is  no  doubt  that  many  of  these 
men  would  have  made  the  team  had  they  been  given 
the  opportunity,  for  they  more  than  proved  their 
worth  in  practice.

Homer, 
who  hails  from  Grand  Junction,  is  a  junior  and  has 
just  finished  his  second  year  of  varsity  football.  He 
is  regarded  as  one  of  the  scrappiest  guards  in  the 
conference;  even  Bully  thought  he  was  a  "scrappa."

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No  coach  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  conference  faced  a  tougher 
task  of  rebuilding  his  club  than  did  Coach  Juan  Reid,  youthful 
Tiger  mentor.  C.  C.'s  losses  were  very  heavy,  graduation  took 
both  forwards,  Harold  Berg  and  "Pots"  Berglund;  the  center, 
Alton  Christenson  and  a  steady  guard,  Al  Costello.  Jim  Riley, 
all-division  guard  became  ineligible  and  was  lost  to  the  team. 

This  general  exodus  left  only  three  letter  men  on  the  squad. 
Cook,  Lockhart,  guards,  and  Ken  Hall,  forward.  When  the  squad 
was  cut,  seven  of  the  twelve  men  picked  were  sophomores.  This 
large  number  of  sophs  make  a  bright  picture  for  the  future  but 
they  were  too  inexperienced  this  year  to  do  justice  to  Coach 
Reid's  excellent  system. 
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CAPTAIN  CORY  COOK 

Cory  Cook,  rated  as  one  of  the  best  all-around  players  in  the 
Rocky  Mountain  conference,  began  his  collegiate  career  at  C.  C. 
in  1932.  He  dropped  out  of  school  and  returned  in  1934.  Due  to 
great  ball  handling  and  clever  passing  Cory  has  been  one  of  the 
mainstays  of  the  Bengal  team  during  his  three  years  of  varsity 
competition.  Opponents  have  rated  Cook  as  one  of  the  hardest 
men  in  the  conference  to  fake  out  of  position. 

Cook  was  elected  captain  of  the  1936-37  team  after  Jim  Riley, 
who  was  elected  last  year,  was  declared  ineligible  for  varsity 
competition.  Cory  was  not  interested  in  sports  in  high  school  until 
his  senior  year  when  he  made  first  team  in  three  major  sports.  His 
only  collegiate  sport  has  been  basketball. 
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Durwood  Lockhart,  Captain-elect.  Durk  is  a  member  of  the  junior  class 
and  is  playing  his  third  year  on  the  Tiger  squad.  He  is  a  consistently  reliable 
player  and  has  held  down  a  guard  post  for  the  past  two  years.  His  team  mates 
have  recognized  his  ability  by  electing  him  to  the  captaincy  for  next  year.  He 
is  a  member  of  Kappa  Sigma  fraternity. 

Bill  Wolfe.  Besides  being  a  steady  guard  on  the  basketball  team.  Bill  is  a 
star  player  on  the  Tiger  baseball  nine.  He  is  extremely  fast  with  his  hands  and 
is  rated  the  most  improved  man  on  the  squad.  He  is  a  member  of  Phi  Gamma 
Delta  fraternity  and  an  officer  of  the  junior  class.  We  expect  great  things  of 
Bill  next  year. 

Jack  Haines.  The  Tiger  high  scoring  forward,  hails  from  North  Denver 
high,  where  he  was  picked  on  the  mythical  all-state  team.

Bob  Livingston,  tallest  man  on  the  squad,  was  greatly  handicapped  this 
year  by  a  heavy  schedule  of  courses  demanding  long  laboratory  periods  and 
was  therefore  not  able  to  devote  the  necessary  time  and  energy  to  basketball. 
Bob  gained  much  valuable  experience  which,  coupled  with  his  height,  should 
make  him  very  valuable  next  year.  He  is  a  member  of  the  junior  class  and  a 
resident  of  Colorado  Springs.

Bill 
Wolfe,  pitching  his  first  varsity  game,  played  an  outstanding  game.  Sutak  was 
offensive  star,  getting  three  hits  out  of  five  trips.  Captain  Costello,  Leonard 
and  Owens  played  fine  games. 

C.  C. — Aggies.  The  Tigers  again  split  the  series,  giving  Aggies  the  first 
game  10  to  6  and  taking  the  second  5  to  3.  Cheney  had  good  support  in  the 
second  game,  which  enabled  him  to  come  through  with  his  first  victory. 

C.  C. — Mines.  For  the  first  time  in  the  season  the  Tigers  won  both  games 
of  the  series.  The  Tigers  were  "on"  the  first  game  and  ran  up  the  largest  score 
of  the  year  in  defeating  the  Miners  23  to  7.  The  second  game  was  much  closer 
with  the  Bengals  winning  by  a  score  of  6-5.  Costello,  Hall,  Nagy  and  Sutak 
all  connected  for  home  runs  during  the  series.  The  Tigers,  although  out  hit  by 
the  Miners,  came  out  ahead  due  to  the  fine  support  of  every  member  of  the 
team. 

C.  C. — C.  U.  In  the  last  series  of  the  Tigers'  eight  game  schedule  C.  C. 
failed,  for  the  first  time,  to  win  at  least  one  game  of  a  series.  Superior  hitting 
and  better  support  of  their  pitchers  were  two  of  the  reasons  for  Boulder's  wins 
of  8-6  and  6-0. 


Juan  Reid,  former  Colorado  College  athlete  and  head  baseball  coach  took 
a  squad  of  13  men,  the  smallest  squad  in  the  conference,  and  made  a  dangerous 
team  out  of  them,  a  team  that  played  all  eight  of  its  games  away  from  home 
and  finished  with  a  .500  average.  The  Tigers  were  the  only  team  in  the 
conference  to  beat  Colorado  Aggies  until  the  pennant  winning  C.  U.  Buffaloes 
did  in  the  final  championship  series. 

STEWART  FIELD 

The  new  auxiliary  field  just  north  of  Washburn  was  obtained  by  C.  C. 
from  the  Colorado  Springs  park  board  as  a  direct  result  of  generous  cooper- 
ation on  the  part  of  many  business  men  of  the  region.  Among  those  who 
contributed  to  the  development  of  the  field  are  Ed  Honnen,  Doug  Jardine, 
George  H.  Krause,  William  Thorne,  and  City  officials  of  Colorado  Springs. 
As  a  result  of  the  unselfish  work  of  many  of  these  unsung  boosters  of  Colorado 
College  we  now  have  a  baseball  diamond,  and  a  practice  football  field  as  well 
as  an  area  where  intramural  sports  programs  may  be  held.  The  C.  C.  baseball 
team  has  been  greatly  handicapped  in  the  past  because  of  lack  of  diamond 
facilities.  Last  year  all  home  games  had  to  be  cancelled  because  no  suitable 
ball  park  could  be  found.  A  renewed  interest  is  being  taken  in  baseball  this 
year  thanks  to  Stewart  Field.  C.  C.  fans  will  be  able  to  witness  home  games 
and  the  Tiger  nine  can  again  settle  into  normal  schedule  after  two  years  of 
traveling.  The  new  field  will  be  initiated  this  spring  with  four  home  conference 
games.

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The  track  and  field  outlook  for  1936  was  probably  the  darkest  in  history, 
due  partly  to  graduation  losses  and  partly  to  the  application  of  the  freshmen 
rule  which  bars  first  year  men  from  varsity  competition. 

The  track  squad  was  deficient  numerically  but  as  far  as  the  caliber  of  the 
individuals  were  concerned,  the  Tiger  tracksters  were  as  efficient  as  ever.  The 
most  optimistic  roll  call  taken  by  Track  Coach  Jo  Irish  revealed  about  18 
candidates  for  the  team.  This  was  the  first  time  in  ten  years  that  there  has 
been  less  than  25  out  for  track. 

Eight  lettermen  comprised  the  nucleus  of  the  1936  squad.  They  were 
Captain  Andy  (Chink)  Mihalick,  weights;  Ray  Hess,  javelin;  Neil  and  Bruce, 
middle  distance;  Espinosa,  sprints  and  broad  jump;  Mace,  two  miler;  and 
Haines,  weights.  The  rest  of  the  squad  were  composed  of  holdovers  who  failed 
to  qualify  for  letters  in  1935.  They  were  Christenson,  Packard,  Roberts, 
Switzer,  Mowry,  Frenzel,  Phelps,  Todd  and  Johnson. 

Jo  Irish's  track  team  produced  several  outstanding  individual  performers 
with  Wayne  Neil  winning  the  eastern  division  440  championship  and  finishing 
second  in  that  event  in  the  conference  meet;  Harold  Haines  winning  second  in 
the  hammer  in  both  division  and  conference  meets;  Andy  Mihalick,  Ray  Hess 
and  Ed  Espinosa  performing  consistently  well,  especially  in  the  dual  meets. 
Mihalick,  Hess  and  Espinosa  shattered  all  time  C.  C.  records  during  the  season.

The  outstanding  event  of  the  season  was  the  showing  made  by  the  Tiger 
ten  man  track  team  against  a  horde  of  D.  U.  tracksters.  Irish's  seven-pointing 
entrants  amassed  the  surprising  total  of  67  points  to  73  for  D.  U.  Colorado 
College  needed  a  win  in  the  mile  relay  to  win  the  meet.  The  Tigers  might  have 
taken  that  event  also,  had  not  Haines  and  Mace  been  slowed  up  by  injuries 
which  had  forced  them  to  drop  out  of  other  events.  Ray  Hess,  probably  one  of 
the  outstanding,  all-time,  all  around  athletes  ever  to  wear  the  Black  and  Gold, 
accounted  for  21  points  by  winning  firsts  in  the  javelin  toss,  and  the  high  jump; 
seconds  in  shot  put,  pole  vault,  and  220  yard  hurdles;  thirds  in  120  high  hurdles 
and  the  broad  jump. 

RECORDS  FALL 

Andy  Mihalick,  Tiger  track  captain,  and  No.  1  weight  man,  spun  the  discus 
136  feet  in  the  Mines-Greeley  meet,  breaking  his  own  record  of  135  feet 
5  inches  set  the  year  before. 

In  the  dual  meet  with  Colorado  Mines,  Ray  Hess  whipped  the  javelin  178 
feet  8  inches,  to  break  his  own  of  169  feet  set  up  in  1935. 

Another  record  holder  on  the  squad  not  to  be  forgotten,  is  Ed  Espinosa, 
who  holds  the  all-time  in  the  broad  jump  of  22  feet,  2  inches. 


COLORADO  COLLEGE  RELAYS 

Four  out  of  five  relay  records  and  two  special  event  marks  fell  by  the 
wayside  in  the  fourth  annual  C.  C.  relays  for  high  school  teams  held  at  Wash- 
burn field.  East  Denver's  Angels  won  the  meet  with  a  point  total  of  61,  com- 
pared to  35  for  South  Denver  Rebels,  their  nearest  rivals.  The  new  records 
set  up  were:

The  winning  men  were:  Berglund,  Dickison  and  Loesch  in  the  singles  and  the 
doubles  teams  of  Berglund  and  Loesch.  and  Lorenz  and  Armstrong. 

C.  C. — C.  U.  In  the  second  meet  of  the  season  the  Tigers  lost  to  Boulder 
in  a  much  interrupted  meet,  due  to  frequent  showers.  Harrison  Loesch  was  the 
only  man  to  win  his  match.   The  doubles  were  postponed  because  of  rain. 

C.  C. — D.  U.  Denver  scored  a  decisive  victory  in  a  dual  meet  on  the 
Quackenbush  courts  in  Monument  Valley  park,  winning  seven  out  of  nine 
matches.  C.  C.  won  two  singles  matches,  Berglund  and  Dickison  taking  their 
matches.   The  Pioneers  swept  the  doubles  matches. 

Eastern  Division  Meet.  Colorado  University  was  successful  in  their  attempt 
to  down  the  Tigers  and  won  the  meet  by  21  points  to  16  for  C.  C.

Contrast  was  shown  by  a  chorus 
clad  in  white  evening  gowns,  which  sang  many  old,  but  well  loved  songs. 
Helen  Hoskins  was  the  only  soloist  on  their  program. 

Highlights  of  the  Kappa  act  were  Jeanie  Barkalow  and  Peggy  Simpson, 
who  gave  a  clever  tap  dance  of  school  days,  and  Mary  Harris  and  Helen  Zick, 
two  Harlem  coons  who  really  strutted  their  stuff. 

The  Tiger  and  the  Nugget  staffs  expressed  their  interest  in  Pan  Pan  by 
presenting  a  third  cup  to  the  organization  presenting  the  most  original  act. 
Gamma  Phi  Beta  were  winners  of  the  originality  cup  with  a  clever  idea  enact- 
ing some  of  the  better  known  ads.  The  highlight  of  their  program  was  their 
presentation  of  a  Coca  Cola  ad,  consisting  of  a  novel  tap  dance  by  Marguerite 
Ridge,  Billie  Bennett,  and  Harriett  Boutin. 

As  new  addition  to  Pan  Pan  this  year  the  managers  presented  a  cash  prize 
of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to  the  individuals  presenting  the  best  curtain  acts 
between  the  major  acts.  This  prize  was  won  by  Jack  Middle  and  Bobby  Kelt. 
This  comedy  team  brought  down  the  house  with  their  version  of  "One,  Two, 
Button  Your  Shoe." 

Pan  Pan  this  year  was  devoted  entirely  to  a  vaudeville  theme,  this  being 
the  result  of  a  poll  conducted  among  the  students  to  determine  their  preference. 
All  acts  were  of  a  high  class  caliber  and  showed  that  all  organizations  spent 
much  time  in  preparing  them.  The  winning  acts  were  later  presented  at  the 
Chief  Theater  in  Colorado  Springs.
